'Champaign, HI., June 21— 


— A record number of corn borers 
» now "practically certain" in Ilr 
linois, a University of Illinois en- 
tomologist reported today. 


H« said this IB the "critical 


week" in the fight against the pest. 


Dr. G. C. Decker said more than 


a halt million acres of corn in cen- 
tral and northern Illinois should 
be sprayed this week. 
j 


The situation in north central 


Illinois is "extremely critical," he 
said, and "damaging borer infesta- 
tions are now practically certain." 
He described the area as between 
U. S. highway 6 and state highway 
10 where, he said, early-planted 
corn now measures more than 60 
inches. 


"Egg masses in excess of eight 


per plant have been reported on 
45 and 50-inch corn as far north 
as LaSalle. Egg-laying has pass- 
ed the peakttin west central Illi- 
nois and should reach a. peak in 
th£ east within a few days," he 
said. 


"Infestation is lower south of 


highway 9 through Bloommgton 
but is extremely dangerous to the 
north. Borer development is most 
advanced and needs immediate at- 
tention west of highway 51." 


Dr. Decker reported these con- 


ditions in other areas: 


Northern Illinois (north of U. S- 


highway 6) — "Borer development 
lias advanced rapidly and Is now 
ahead of last year, particularly in 
the west. 
Egg-laying Is high in 


the west and well started in the 
east. 
Growers should watch ad- 


vanced fields for eggs and begin 
spraying about a week after1 the 
first eggs hatch. In the west the 
earliest field corn may need treat- 
ment before the end of the Meek." 


South central Illinois (south of 


state highway 10 — "Infestations in 
this area continues to be light. Egg

He reported many farmers are 


ready to spray or dust with ryama, 
but he said those who are unpre- 
pared may have trouble getting the 
chemicals and arranging for spray- 
ing or dusting service.

ter Workers. 
Two members of 


the union were shot and senously 
wounded Friday night in a riot 
between members of the smelter 
workers union and the rival CIO 
Progressive Metal Workers Coun- 
cil. 


The trouble grew out of a 10- 


month-old strike by the smelter 
workers at the American 
Zinc 


company plant here. The metal 
•workers council sought to obtain 
bargaining rights at the plant and 
settle the strike.

The month-old big four foreign 


ministers' council meeting in Paris 
finally has ground to a weary close, 
having recorded some achievement 
although it has done little to make 
the halls of the pink palace ecno 
with satisfaction. 


Small wonder that an American 


spokesman wasn't optimistic in 
evaluating the results. One of the 
conference's 
chief 
accomplish- 


ments, as I see it, has been to em- 
phasize again the conflict between 
the two blocs—western democracy 
and totalitarian bolshevism. It's 
difficult to find common ground 
on vital issues. 


The principal object of the con- 


ference—to establish economic and 
political unity for Germany—has- 
n't got far. The best that coula 
be done by the four statesmen— 
Vishinsky of Russia, Bevin of Brit- 
ain, Schuman of France and Ache- 
son of America—was to agree on 
a "modus vivendi" under which 


I dismembered Germany will con- 
tinue to be administered by the 
opposing 
blocs. 
An 
American 


spokesman said of this that "it 
didn't solve anything. 
It merely 


stated guiding principles." 


Under this agreement the big 


four would reopen and encouragi 
trade between east and west Ger 
many. The Russians promise not 
to impose blockade conditions on 
Berlin again. 


Can It Work? 


At face value that looks good, 


but its real value depends on 
whether it can be made to work. 
The establishment of political and 
economic unity of Germany is es- 
sential to the rehabilitation and 


peace of Europe. 
However, this 


very importance of the Reich has 
made it the object of a tug of war 
between west and east. There is 
no guarantee that this tug of war 
will cease. 
The council announced agree- 


ment in principle on an Austrian 
independence treaty. 
This 
nas 


been hanging fire largely because 
of two issues—Moscow's repara- 
tions demands from 
the Uttle 


country, and Yugoslavia's claim 
of territory" from the Austrian 
province of Caranthia. Russia has 
been supporting this claim. 


Agree on Frontiers 


The council agreed that Aus- 


tria's frontiers will remain what 
they were on Jan. 1, 1938, which 
means that Yugoslavia's claim has 
been thrown out. 
Russia is ex- 


pected to withdraw her support to 
that claim. Yugoslavia won't get 
reparations but may "seize, retain 
or liquidate Austrian property" in 
Yugoslav territory. 
Austria will 


pay Russia $150,000,000 in repara- 
tions. 


That's what has been agreed to 


in principle. It remains to be seen 
whether it will be what ultimate- 
ly is signed, sealed and delivered. 
Agreements in principle have an 
uncomfortable habit of blowing up, 
and so we shall wait and see what 
happens 
before accepting 
the 


treaty as an accomplished fact.

Washington, June 21—(AP)—

mer Secretary of State Byrnes' 
warning against a "welfare state" 
has put a fresh drag on social 
legislation in congress. 


GOP lawmakers were openly 


joyous at the plea for a cut in 
govenment spending and social 
programs sounded by the ex-sena- 
tor from South Carolina. 


Democrats Silent 


With a couple of exceptions, 


Democrats had little to say public- 
ly. But off the record they left no 
doubt Byrnes had made tougher 
their job of pushing some of 
President 
Truman's 
legislation 


through congress. 


They also said that stiffened 


resistance from opponents of the 
program may make the present 
session of congress last longer 
Some had hoped to adjourn by the 
end of July. 


Byrnes, who played a key role 


in the new deal as an administra- 
tion leader of capitol' hill, spoke 
at Lexington, Va., last Saturday 
at the bicentennial celebration of 
Washington and Lee university. 


He said that if some of the'wel- 


fare legislation now before con- 
gress should be adopted, "there is 
a danger that the individual— 
whether 
farmer, 
manufacturer, 


lawyer or doctor—will soon be an 


economic galley ilave pulling an 
oar in the galley of the state." 


Bridges Happy 


In both -the senate and house 


yesterday 
Republican Jubilation 


nibbled over. With a happy grin. 
Senator Bridges (R-N.H.) referred 
to Byrnes as "that great states- 
man." 
/ 
He added that Byrnes now is 


'taking the blinders off ttoe Amer- 
ican people, and I hope the con- 
gress will be impressed." 


Rep. Curtis (R-Neb.) told the 


house Byrnes is to be congratu- 
lated. It doesn't take a genius, he 
added, to see that the government 
is too large. 


Senator Humphrey (D-Minn.). 


one of the few Democrats who 
would comment openly, told a re- 
porter that Byrnes' speech obvi- 
ously will "fortify those who op- 
pose" the presidents social welfare 
program. 


But at the same time, he added, 


"for those of us who are support- 
ing the program it will serve as 
a warning to intensify our ef- 
forts." 


Republican Deader 


Wants Legislature 
to Stay in Session 


Springfield, 111., June 21—(AF) 


—The Republican leader of the 
senate today moved to keep the 
Illinois legislature meeting beyond 
the Jurfe 30 deadline for the six 
months regular session. 


No action was taken immediate- 


ly. 
Consent of both houses is 


needed. 


Senator Wallace Thompson (R- 


Galesburg) brought in a joint reso- 
lution stating that if either house 
is in session on June 30 or July 
1 (by stopping the clock before 


| midnight June 30) the legislature 
would not adjourn sine die—or 
without a date for return. 


Instead, it would come back 


July 18, presumably to give It a 
chance to override any vetoes by 
the governor and to let the Repub- 
lican senate confirm or reject any 
major appointments by the Dem- 
ocratic governor.

Illinois road system. 


The state hard road system 


would get 36 percent of the 
higher revenue, cities 30 percent, 
Cook county 11 percent, downstate 
counties 12 percent, and country 
roads 11 percent. 


The present tax. which yields 


151,000.000 annually, is split up 
equally among the state, cities and 
counties. It would be retained in 
case the house fails to approve the 
increase. 


The Democratic governor, who 


had been criticized by Republican 
solons for not taking a stand on 
the tax issue, came out with a 
statement favoring the increase 
while the senate roll call was in 
progress. 


Changed Votes

Senator William J. Connors of

ago, before Chicago and down- 
state senators got together on 
how to divide up the higher gfts 
tax revenue.

Mulroy Ordered Out 


Senator Thaddeus Adesko (D- 


Chicago) then gave the bill an 
extra vote by switching from no 
to yes. 


At one point during the sharp, 


two hour senate debate, Steven- 
son's executive secretary, James 
W. Mulroy, was ordered from the 
senate floor after Senator T Mac- 
Downing 
(R-Macomb) 
charged 


him with lobbying for the bill. 


Mulroy customarily has access

governor is out of the state, Sen- 
ator Wallace Thompson of Gales- 
burg,

Senator Simon P. Lantz (R- 


Congerville) 
summed up argu- 


ments for the tax "increase by 
saying that Illinois roads will "go 
to pot" if they depend on the three 
cent tax and its $15,000,000 annual 
revenue. Lantz declared: 


"Our roads are wearing out at 


the rate of 500 miles a year. Under 
our present revenue we can build 
only 200 miles a year. If we don't 
raise more money, it won't be 


long before there are no good 
roads in Illinois." 


Senator Connors said that oil 


companies "are the only people 
again*/ the bill." 


Senator Charles Carpenter (R- 


East -Moline) objected to Connors' 
statement. ,He said: 


"Those who say that opponents 


of this bill are aligned with the 
oil interests are hitting pretty 
low. It's the people who will pay 
the tax and that's why I'm against 
it."

veterans will collect the larger 
dividends because they nave had

low mortality 


rate. 


Owners of converted policies 


probably will collect more because 
of the higher premiums they hav 
paid, although a part 61 the in 
creased premium builds up a: 
savings.

Badness Out of What's 'Bigness1 


Twice recently prominent Americans have dwelt on the 


question whether "great size in busines brings us too many 
social evils. 


Charles E. Wilson, head of General Electric, largest in 


its field, pounced on President Truman for objecting to big- 
ness 
He said: "This is pure nostalgia for the horse and 


buggy days of business, plus a fear that while bigness may 
be economically good, it is socially bad." 


Wilson couldn't see any reason why bigness should be 


viewed as leading inevitably to badness. 


He drew no answer from the president. But an indirect 


reply came from Justice William 0. Douglas of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court. 


Dissenting from a court decision in an anti-trust case 


that went against the Standard Oil Company of California, 
Douglas found occasion to take sharp aim at what he termed 
"the cure of bigness." 


To set forth all his varied complaints against bigness 


would be impossible in a short space. But we quote him on 
the one he apparently rates most important: 


"Beyond all there is the effect on the community when 


Independents are swallowed up by the trusts, and entrepre- 
neurs become employes of absentee owners. Then there is a 
serious loss of citizenship. Local leadership is diluted. He who 
was a leader in the village becomes dependent on_outsiders 
for his action and policy." 


We wonder if that really is the inescapable price of big- 


ness. 
« 


Some monster corporations are managed in a way that 


aeems to refute the Douglas argument. A big automobile 
maker with geographically scattered plants gives the vari- 
ous plant managers a high degree of independent authority. 
A large midwestern department store with manufacturing 
subsidiaries does the .same. And there are many others. 


These unit managers are no figureheads. They have 


genuine policy-making and administrative responsibility, and 
in consequence they are held strictly accountable for per- 
formance. 


Admittedly, however, big companies of this kind are not 


the rule. They can't obscure the fact that countless giant 
firms are highly centralized, with absentee control exercised 
from the top. 


But at least the known examples of decentralized author- 


ity suggest a possible answer to this particular "social evil" 
of bigness. 


Wherever business bigness can be shown conclusively to 


be. economically good for the country, it seems to us wise to 
let it stand. 


If the bigness has brought with it a train of social evils, 


let us then attack them with all our imaginative vigor unti] 
we beat them. 


Certainly this is more forward-looking than trying to 


reconstruct the economic conditions of an earlier day, in the 
probably vain hope we will thereby recapture the "socia 
good" that existed then.

Other Improvements

These could be accomplished over 
a ten to fifteen year period.

Hives Result of Allergy; 
Treatment Disappointing

Hives, or urticaria, is a peculiar 


condition whuh is one of the so- 
called allergies. It is recognized 
by the appearance of reddish, 
swollen spots of variable size on 
the skin, usually accompanied by 
itching 
and 
usually appearing 


suddenly. 


The urticaria may last for only 


a few hours, or for days or even 
weeks at a time. It is what may 
be called a "nonspecific" condi- 
tion, that is, it is not a disease of 
itself but a symptom resulting 
from anyone of several different 
kinds of "poisoning." 


There 
is 
something 
special 


about the person who has urticaria 
which makes it possible; for ex- 
ample, most people can eat straw- 
berries without developing hives, 
but a ff-u break out with urticaria 
if they eat ex^n a single berry. 
NUMEROUS ( AUSES 


Urticaria <^an develop from al- 


most any food or drug almost 
ar.v infection, heat, furs, insect 
bite* or innumerable other causes. 
Curiously enough, most patients 
with urticaria do not show a skin 
reaction when given the skin tests 
with the offending agent.

else, can be discovered, avoidance 
of that substance will usually 
cause the urticaria to disappear 
a/id prevent its reappearance.
